Summary of reasons 
for classification: 

The magazine Fox Holiday 2005 Hoi. 24 No. 7 is classified as: 

Objectionable except if the availability of the publication is restricted to persons who have attained 
the age of 18 years. 

The magazine focuses on the explicit presentation of sex involving experienced adult participants. 
Some of the advertisements for sexual services refer to women as being teenagers. These are so 
ambiguous, and their extent throughout the magazine so limited, that the magazine does not reach 
a threshold where it can fairly be said to promote and support, or tend to promote or support, the 
exploitation of young persons for sexual purposes. In addition, the magazine contains aspects of a 
degrading and demeaning nature, but does not do so to such an extent that would require the 
magazine to be classified as objectionable. 

While children and young persons would be injured by exposure to the magazine, adults aged over 
the age of 18 years have sufficient life experience and maturity to regard the activities and the 
opinions expressed as sexual fantasy. Considerations under s3(l), s3(3)(a)(iii) and s3(3)(c) of the 
Films, Videos, and Publications Classification Act 1993 have been weighed against the right to 
freedom of expression set out in sl4 of the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990. This restriction 
is reasonable, justified and in accordance with the law. Limitations on the publication's availability 
are the minimum restriction that can be applied in order to prevent likely injury to the public good. 
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
